A Trip to Green Bay. 


_ Several inches of snow lay on the

The story of the resignation cannot 


Ve better told than by quoting nn In- 
terview of tho Elizabeth correspond- 
out of tho Newark Sunday News with 
Hon. A. Squire, president 
of the re- 


formatory Commission. After expres- 
ting wirrow nt Mr. Meg's decision to 
quit, Mr. Squire continued: 


"When I express myself In this way

cnt Hog proved himself n thoroughly 
competent person to have charge of a 
penal Institution of that character, and 
(luring tho time he was In control lie 
accomplished wonderH.

•went to the school near here, at which 
the girl who had refused to marry him 
•was teaching, shot and killed her, shot 
a. boy who went to the rescue of the 
girl when the other pupils lied, then 
shot himself. 


Falling to end his own life nt once. 


Barnett remained In the schoolhouse 
by the body of Mies Eva C. Wiseman, 
•whom ho had killed, until the far- 
mers camo running from all directions, 
armed and determined to' lynch him. 
Then ho 
rushed out of the 
door, 


grabbed a shotgun from a man who 
•was standing near, nnd shot himself 
again. Fatally wounded Darnett con- 
tinued his flight for 300 yards, then 
leaped Into a well and was drowned. 


The farmers who had gathered 
to 


nvenpo the murder of Miss Wiseman 
did not see the final act of the trag- 
edy, and, not knowing llarnett was 
•dead, organized into excited crowds, 
and scoured the surrounding country, 
gathering forces as they went. Finally 
one posse traced the wounded mur- 
derer to the top of the well and his 
:body was found. 


The tragedy occurred at the Rice 


school, near here, at which Miss Wise- 
man was teaching. Unrnett was teach- 
•er at a school near the one at which 
the murder pccurred. Barnett went to 
•his school this morning, but seemed 
texcltcd. and left after a short time. 


At 10 o'clock he rushed Into the 


•crowded schoolroom, throwing 
open 


the door without warning, and, ad- 
•vanclng directly towards Miss Wise- 
man, flourished a revolver, and said: 


"You have ruined my .life." 
Before the •'startled girl could rise 


from her chair the man Hred and she 
fell. 
The pupils fled In panic, many 


leaping from tho windows, while oth- 
ers struggled, screaming and fighting, 
to escape by the door.

Bert Hopewvll. one of the older nit- 


•plls, sprang forward to aid his teach- 
•er. As he advanced Darnell fired, the 
bullet Inflicting a slight wound In the 
hoy's temple. 
Hopewcll staggered out

another bullet into Mln-» Wiseman's 
body. The boy. recovering his-scnses. 
rushed back into the room just In time 
-to see Barnett shoot himself and fall 
fcesidc the body of the girl.

During the past three weeks not a 
!ittle anxiety has been Manifest on 
ihe part of many of our citizens con- 
cerning a case of smallpox In tho fam- 
ily of Clnudc Herrlck, n blacksmith

was In the hospital. In this connec- 
tion It should bo said that the Kruse 
family occupied tho lower lloor of 
the hospital and the Herrlck family 
the upper floor or hospital proper. 
£ Mrs. Herrlck did all the nursing 


for her husband • and only went out 
iloors to got coal, the entrance to the 
upper floor Is on the outside on the 
north side, of he building. 
The en- 
trance to the lower lloor Is on the 
south side and there Is no Inside com- 
munication between tho upper and 
lower floors, so It will be seen that 
7he entrances are on opposite Bides 
of the building. 


Mr. Kruse and no member of his 


family were allowed to have anything 
to do with the Herrlck family and 
they were as separate as though they 
lived In separate houses.
